CUTLASSES AND BAYONETS. 

The British destroyers were the 
Swift and the Broke, 
they received many wounds they re- 
turned to port. 

The story of the engagement, com- 
piled from the accounts of officers and 
men, has been made public in the form 
of an official report. It is an exciting 
and graphic story of a boarding en- 
counter with cutlasses and bayonets, 
recalling the days when wooden war- 
ships came together and the men 
fought on the decks. 

The British destroyer leaders, Swift 
and Broke, on night patrol, were 
steaming a westerly course. It was 
intensely dark, but ealm. The Swift 
sighted the enemy at 600 yards, and 
the Germans instantly opened fire. 
There were six German destroyers, ac- 
cording to German prisoners. The Swift 
replied and tried to rat the leading 
enemy destroyer. It missed ramming, 
but shot through the German line un- 
scathed and, in turning, neatly tortie 
doed another boat in the enemy line,”

The need for agrarian reforms is unquestionably 
very great. A large part of the peasantry—it has 
been estimated as one-half of the men and one- 
third of the females—leave their homes each year 
seeking work, while redemption and tax arrearages 
pile up. Now, under the revolutionary impulse im- 
parted by the fall of the czar and encouraged by 
soldiers who are home on leave or who have de- 
serted, the peasants are beginning to seize the land 
of the proprietors, i 

As news of this gets :to the troops it undoubtedly 
makes many a soldier think he had better get back 
for a share in the spoils. If the existing régime is 
not able to check this movement it will so deplete 
the forces at thé front as to leave Russia at the

In the second 
place, we have the custom of trimming 
off the fat of a piece of meat and, many 
of us, of leaving the crust of bread. In 
the third place, we are naturally a waste- 
ful people. The English are not so waste- 
ful as wa, but they are more so than 
the French or the Germans. 

The proposal is that, instead of sending 
the-garbage to the incinerators and de- 
gtructors, it be fed to pigs. They are 
advising municipalities that now have 
ordinances against pigs in town to re- 
peal the ordinances or to hold them in 
abeyance until after the war is over. 
They argue that pigs mature for mar- 
ket within a few months. They can 
grow pigs faster than the Germans can 
build submarines. 


>. 
Figs, Ifke human beings, are omnivor- 
ous. Their digestive tracts are built on 
much the same lines as those of human 
animals and, in consequence, they can 
get the food values out of kitchen waste. 
Pigs are not necessarily a source of 
nuisance, Any farmer. knows how to 
conduct @ sanitary pig pasture or even 
a sanitary piggery, theugh too much 
cramping increases the difficulties. In 
times of war when everybody is trying 
to help, it will be easy to enforce ordi- 
nances which require that places where 
pigs are kept be made and kept inoffen- 
sive, fiyless, and sanitary. 
Using the pig as a middleman we and 
that 25 per cent of the protein and 45 
per cent of the total energy is returned 
to the consumer as pork. The pig charges 
55 per cent brokerage for converting 
vegetable protein and fat into animal . 
proteins and fats. Since the human an- 
imal seems to need some fat and protein 
from animal sources and pigs exact a 
smaller brokerage than do other ani- 
mals, they advise the rafsing of pigs as 
a means of meeting the present emer- 
gency.

‘The heat values ex- 
tracted by incinerators and destructors 
bring up the foot of the list. 

The use of pigs as garbage reducers 
is in wide prevalence in America. It can 
be still more widely developed. But let 
no eommunity undertake it ‘without first 
passing a well thought out plam of con- 
trol and appropriating money for in- 
gspectors to gee that it is carried out. 
To neglect these precautions is to bree 
discontent and to invoke disaster. .

If Germany now aims a blow at the 
Capital of the empire and threatens all that the 
Russian soldiers have fought to hold so heroically 
under such bitter disadvantage it seems probable 
that, like other peoples in like circumstances, fac- 
tion and internal anarchy will cease for the time, 
discipline will return to the troops, and the na- 
tional energies will be concentrated once more on 
_ @xternal defense. 

The classic instance of this was revolutionary 
France. It is true the revolution was not checked 
but developed through successive. stages of an- 
@rchy and republican inefficiency, incompetent and 
Selfish oligarchy, to Napoleon and’ triumphant 
®utocracy. But the dynastic armies of Europe 
Were beaten in the mpnntitne and France pre- 
served. 

Perhaps a German drive will bring Russia to her 
knees and compel a separate peace. Perhaps it 
will save Russia and end the war with allied 
Victory. 

But one thing is certain. America in such a 
crisis has but one duty to herself and to the cause 
she has committed herself to, and that is the 
Swiftest, most formidable development of her pow- 
ers. Not a day should be lost. The fate of the

Howard E. Coffin of Defense 
Board Sees Grave Danger 
in Indiscriminate 
Economy. 


MIGHT UPSET BUSINESS 


Warning Contained in First State- 


ment Issued by the Public In- 
: formation Committee.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Howard E,. 


Coffin, member of the advisory commission 
of the Council of National Defense, issued 
& warning to the country today against 
indiscriminate economy, calling attention 
to the need for continued prosperity as 
well as for the elimination of waste. In 
an interview given out today by the newly 
organized committee on public informa- 
tion, the first statement which the com- 
mittee has issued, following a trip through 
the west, Mr. Coffin expressed the fear 
that the country might be injured in a 
hysterical wave of misguided patriotism. 
“After nearly three years of refusal to 


seriously,” he said, “ we suddenly launched 
forth in a most feverish activity to save 
the country overnight, Patriotic organis- 
ations, almost without aumber, are milling 
around, noisily, and, while intentions are 
good, the results are often far from prac- 
tical. Because of an impending and possi- 


ble shortage of foodstuffs we have hyster- ~ 


ical demands for economy in every line of 
human endeavor. Waste is bad, but an 
undiscriminating economy is worse. 
“Some states and municipelities are 
stopping road building and other public 
work. General business is being slowed 
down’ because of the emotional response of 
the trading public to these misguided cam- 
paigns for economy; savings are being 
withdrawn from the banks; reports show 
that some people have begun to hoard 
food supplies, and thousands of workers 
are being thrown needlessly out of employ- 
ment. All this is wrong. Uneniploymeat 
and closed factories, brought about by 
fitful and ill-advised campaigns for public 
and private economy, will prove a ver- 
itable foundation of quicksand for the 


serious work we have at hand. It is true . 
that. the President has said that this is a 


time to correct our habits of wastefulness. 
Certainly! But the keynote of his message 
to the people was this paragraph: 

“*It is evident to every think man 
that our industries, on the -farm, in the 
shipyards, in the mines, in the factories, 
must be made more prolific and more 
efficient.’ 


Need Prosperity in War. 


“We need prosperity in war time even 
more than when we are at peace. Business 
depressions are always bad, but doubly so 
when we<have a fight on our hands. The 
declaration of war can have no real evil 
effect on business. What bad effects are 
apparent are purely psychologic and largely 
of our own foolish making, for our markets 
are the same in April that they were in 
March, We need more business, not less. 
There is real danger in hysteria. Indis- 
criminate economy will be ruinous. Now is 
the time to open the throttle. 

“Every day the advisory commission 
of the council of national defense receives 
offers of service from business firms a 
individuals, with requests for immediate 
information as to how this service may 
best be rendered. Now and then great dis- 
satisfaction with the governmental depart- 
ments is expressed because instant ad- 
vantage is not taken of such offers. Many 
firm’ are hesitating to close ordinary busi- 
ness contracts because of a desire to hold 
capacity open to meet possible carly 
government need. 

“This spirit and this willingness to 
meet sacrifice and even financial loss, in 
the government service, is a most en- 


couraging tribute to American patriotism. 
But we must remember that in the great. 


struggle in which we have now become a 
part there is much to consider besides 
munitions, troops and battleships. Few 
of us can serve in any herojc role, or even 
in the supply of munitions to the military 
arms of the service. | 

“In this country of vast resources we 
already have a tremendous equipment for 
munitions making, built up on foreign 
orders, and now immediately available 


_ through expiration of these orders.

“Keep the Fires Burning.” 


“It seems to me, therefore, that a plain 
statement of general policy is most de- 
sirable.

“First and foremost, we must facili- 
tate the flow of raw materials and finished 


_ products to our allies, and must provide 


the means of rail and water transportation 
therefor. 
“*Second, we must meet our own great 
military and naval building schedules. _ 
“Third, we must plan to do all this with 
the least possible disarrangement of our 


own vast commercial and industrial ma. 


chines. 
“Through it all we must keep a close 
e¢ upon the possible conditions of peace 
lowing the present war. We must in- 
sure the business success and general pros- 
perity of the country during the war if 
we are to hold our present strong place 
among nations in the commercial competi- 
tion of the future. : ae 
“There is no doubt of the willingness 
of any manufacturing plant or individual 
to serve should the call come. But until 
the call does come, it is_best to stick to 
the job. Let us make ‘Better Business’ 
our watchword and keep our factory fires 
burning. No radically new conditions con- 
front us. We are still cut off from busi- 
ness relations with the Central Powers, 
but that does not mean that we nave 10st 
any markets. With the rest of the world 
we will a to do a a oe 
ness greater than ever ore, ° 
billions which have been spent here by 
foreign ers are now to be added ¢ 
billions of our own.

Lighted Streets a Surprise. 
.“ I arrived here on Sunday afternoon 
and went out in the evening after dark, 
and I was struck by a somewhat un- 
usual feeling which at the first moment 
I did not analyze, and suddenly it came 
upon me that this was,the first time for 
two years and a half or more in which 
I had seen a properly lighted street.

Two acres per head is the arbitrarily 
established measure, though the avail- 
able grazing may surfeit her needs or. be 
entirely inadequate.

In like manner the accepted allotment 
per sheep is one-eighth to one-seventh 
that of the cow, and the conventional 
pasturage per horse is three acres.
